Similarity Between Illness of King and Late President McKinley 


is Noted—Facts About Prince of Wales, Who Becomes

LONDON, June.,25—The news about the King from the highest sources 


this afternoon is altogther pessimistic.

lars a Year — Money is All Used in 


Buying New Books. 


It does not" seem to be generally. 


known tnat Netfark has a circulating 
library to which everyone is welcome. 
This library was established twenty- 
five years ago and for twenty years 
nab uetii located in tue Pioiieeifa room. 
at the Court House (on the ground. 
floor, northeast corner) and all who 
are ' interested 
in good reading for 


themselves or then families should 
visit this library any Saturday after- 
noon. 


There is absolutely no expense in 


running this library except a very 
small sum paid to the ajnitor who at- 
tends to the 
room, hence all the 


money received from subscriptions is 
spent in the purchase of new books. 
With a larger _ number of subscribers 
the number of new books placed on 
tie shelves each year would be corre- 
spondingly increased. For the small 
sum of two dollars per year, one is 
entitled to two books a week and to 
persons not members the charge is 
five cents for the use of a book two 
weeks 
There are a great many peo- 


ple in Newark who do not know how 
much better and cheaper this is than 
the library schemes with which we 
are familiar. 


It has been suggested to the manag 


ers of the library' that it would be well 
to publish each month in the local pa- 
pers a list of the new books added 
during the month and as a beginning 
the Advocate has procured from the 
librarian a list of the books which 
have been added very recently. 


This library consists of tbetween 


three and four thousand volumes. To 
have access to such a variety of well 
selected books at such a nominal cost 
as two dollars a.vear should be consid- 
ered by boo£ lovers a privilege not to 
be neglected.

Plant is Being Put in Condition for Business—Fifty Different 


Machines Ordered—All the Latest Appliances- 


Success of Industry is Assured. 


The immense plant of the Newark 


Furniture Manufacturing Company is 
rapidly being put into shape for occu- 
pancy and Mr. John c. Brennan, the 
secretary and treasurer, who has full 
charsre of the repair work, savp h<? ex- 
pects to have everything in. shape by 
the first of August. 


• he machinery, which is of the latest 


pattern and consists of 50 different ma- 
chines, has been ordered and the com- 
pany has the promise of the manufac- 
turers that every piece will be deliv- 
ered at the factory by July 1st. 


The plant consists of four buildings 


not counting the new dry kiln and 
sheds for storage of the rough lumber. 
The large building located along the B. 
& O. railroad tracks has been entirely 
refitted and a new floor laid. 
This 


will be the machine room where the 
furniture will be made and it will con- 
tain the 50 new machines which have 
been ordered. , 


The building is of frame and 278 


feet in length and 50 feet wide. The 
old foundry, a large brick building that 
measures 124 feet by 80 feet, is to be 
the warehouse. It has been thorough- 
ly overhauled, partitions have 
been 


put in and new flooring laid. 
The 


shipping department will be in a large 
room on. the south side of the ware- 
house. 
This will connect 
with the 


switch of the Shawnee division of the 
B. & O. \A platform which will extend 
to the tracks from the building is be- 
ing built.

hundred men.

while the machine room will be in 
charge of Mr. Ambrose Schaller.

made in Philadelphia, badges from

.Streets, medals from Attleboro, Mass 
will be pyese;ited by the king to hi 
favoied guests, and coronation pins 
have been' supplied by the factories of 
ieverol cities in the United States. 


The foreign flagmaking industry 


found its first great boom in the day: 
preceding the late Queen Victoria's ju- 
bilee. Until that time the English flag- 
makers had had no trouble in supply- 
ing the demand, but jubilee season 
found them totally unpiepared to cope 
with the orders received from every 
patt of the United Kingdom. In the 
emergency the American makers leapec 
into the breach, and today their goods 
ere rapidly ousting the products of the 
home factories. 


There are several reasons why this 


should be the case. The Americai; 
manufacturers of national emblems 
have discovered a process whereby the 
flags cari be made much more quickly 
<md with a better finish than the home 
goods. "• Though England, with hei 
cheap ^abor, can turn out bunting at a 
much lower rate than other countries 
the methods employed in the English 
flag factories are costlier than in the 
American shops, and as a result the 
cheapness of the bunting is more than 
offset Indeed the flags made on the 
other side of the water and shippec 
over here can be sold at a lower price 
than the home finished articles. Ever 
since Ivcw Year's a factory in Phila 
delphia has been kept running nigh 
and day in order to supply the de 
mand. 


The pins and buttons that have been 


imported from Newark by the thou 
sands sell on the streets at a nomina 
sum, 
so that every Englishman can 


possess one. There are five styles of 
these buttons, three of which bear the 
portraits of the king and queen anc 
difftr only in the color of the back 
ground, gold, royal purple and red 
being the prevailing hues. Another 
design shows his majesty crowned 
The Newark factory lias been turning 
them out at the rate of 350,000 a day. 


The king's own medals from Attle- 


boro are about the size of an American 
half dollar. On one side are the profile 
portraits of the king and queen, both 
crowned, r.n inscription on the outei 
edges gning the names of the sover 
eigns and the dates of the king's birth 
accession and coronation. On the re- 
verse side are the royal arms, with the 
king's various titles. Judging by th 
number of medals that have been re 
ceived, the king seems determined t 
distribute widely these tokens of his 
favor.

It !• « Doric an Well as a Dangerous

Steeple climbing is in truth "dark 


business,'' sajs the Boston Transcript 
for it is the custom of. experts to make 
the first abcent and place the ngging 
at night. Then, when the townspeople 
wake, tbej are amazed .it finding tbe 
the steeple conquered. The iu;m who 
makes .1 success of steeple climbing 
must be determined, peisistent and 
ingenious.

height to climb 
Straight, tall chim- 


nejs are the hardest of all. Theie a 
man has to work with might and main 
to htt himself inch by inch from the 
ground to the top. S6metimes the top 
is 300 feet high. "VTlfen it is reached, 
a hook is placed o\er the edge, a pul- 
ley is made fast, the swinging chair is 
hauled up and woik begins. 


When the chair is near the top, It is 


easier to work, because the ropes are 
short; but when they lengthen, as the 
ground is approached, there is a tend- 
ency to swing, and the wind gives 
impetus. 


The man's safety depends upon the 


hook, and until he has raised himself 
almost to the top it is impossible for 
him to see whether or not the book 
has been propeily adjusted. More than 
ouee n steeple climber has seen when 
within ten feet of the top that corro- 
sion of the iron and the collection Of 
soot have so thickened the wall that 
the hook is merely balancing on the 
top, so that the slightest pull in the 
wiong direction vrould drag it off. 
Again, tbe bricks are often loose at 
the top, and the hook is likely to tear 
them away. 


One of tbe natural difficulties to con- 


quer is the s^ajing of all high stee 
pies and chimneys. In a gale a stee- 
ple point will s-nay a foot and a half. 
Usually it sways from seven to nine 
inches. 
Painting it means reaching 


for a spot on the right side and finding 
it on tbe left, and \\ hen making a dive 
for it 6n thtj left to see it sway back 
to the right Yet in spite of the con- 
stant danger a born steeple climber 
exults in his work and'is at home only 
when high abo^e the world. He can 
stand triumphant at any height if he 
can have two and a half square Inches 
to bear his weight.
